The Emperor's Trip. 

Berlin. March 19.—Early to-day It 
was announced that Emperor William 
had postponed his departure for Vien¬ 
na.

Thla view was strength¬ 
ened by the fact that the Emperor In 
the course of the morning paid a long 
visit to Admiral Albert P. Von Tier- 
pits, secretary of the Imperial navy.

banished to Siberia last year was Dr. 
Zentlnoff. a scientist who had a bril¬ 
liant career At the University of Mos¬ 
cow. He was arrested on a political 
charge, kept for many months In the 
fortress of St. Peter and Rt. Paul, and 
finally condemn*-*] to a long peftod of 
exile 

Dr. Zonxlnoff arrived In Takutsk Inst 
May. and from that time till last week 
hi* friends' hod heard nothing of him. 
when a letter was received telling them 
• •f the terrible order given him by the 
Siberian authorities He is condemned 
to go to a ha in let two thousand miles 
from Takutsk. and within the Arctic 
circle, where he will have to spend the 
years of exile in the company of a few 
unlettered peasants. He left Takutsk. 
when he had been In prison, la«r Oc¬ 
tober. and Is now dead to the world

the Exodus."' An official of the Egypt 
Exploration Fund, under which the 
work is bcfng carried out, indicated 
yeaterdny that Americans are begin¬ 
ning to show a particular keenness-for 
discoveries which can only be obtained 
by such researches. 

Exploration Is a lottery," said this 
official, "and one really does not know 
whether the thousand pounds or so 
that Is to be spent by our Egyptian 
explorers this year will bring a good 
return.
